Truly, Sr, here is Grief in 'one Hand, and Sorrow in the other 3 for 
your Brother and you, you hated the one, and deſpiſed the other. Providenr 


- Laws you. hated, as much as you did an honeſt Woman ; and the other you de- 


ſpiſed as much as you did an honeſt Man : And you were never more at eaſe, 


_ than when thro the want of a good Law, or ſo, you and your Party were not on- 


ly emboldned, but enabled to do Miſchief. 

(2.) That all Men might live ſafely and quiet. This is another End of Parlia- 
ment.

. ments; therefore it-will (in the ſecond place) be convenient to obſerve what 


our Statute Law acquaints us withal concerning Parliaments. I know you had 
a great Loye to our Laws; and therefore I ſuppoſe you have read them, that 


' when you come again you may make better uſe of them than you did before, and 


not have the Courage to diſpenſe with them as you did before. Old Fenner 


thought a Wife and nine Children was an admirable Argument for the Diſpen- © 


ſing Power, and ſwears when you come again, he will never ſet up for an Ex- 


_ poundex of the Law any more z he will rather tura Prieſt, to put you into the

The StatuteLaws (the Learned ſay) are Acts of Parliament, which are or 
ought to be any declaratory of the Common Law ; which, as you have it told 
you, is founded upon right Reaſon and Scripture; and I think eur Learned in 
the Law have told us, That if any thing be enacted contrary thereunto, it is 
pull and void, and of -no Effet.

Accord of his ſaid People in bis Parliament, thereof to make Remedy and Law in a- 
voiding the Miſchiefs and Damage which thereof cometh, that it may pleaſe him there- 
upon to provide Remedy. Our Sovereign Lord the King, ſeeing the' Miſchiefs and Da- 


ace b : re-named, and having regard tothe ſaid Statute made in the Time of his ſaid 


Grandfather, ang to the Cauſes contained in the ſame ; which Statute holdeth always 
its Force, and was never defeated or annulled in any Poznt, and by ſo much is bound by 


' bis Oath to do the ſame, to be kept as the Law of this Realm, tho that by ſufferance 


and negligence it hath ſince been attempred to the contrary ; and alſo =59%. Py "ata to 
the grievous Complaints mads to him by his People in divers Parliaments holden berets- 
fore, willing te ordain Remedy for the great Damages and Miſchiefs which have hap- 
ned, and daily do happen by the ſaid Cauſe, &c. by the Aſſent of the Great Men and 
Commonalty of his ſaid Realm, hath ordained and eſtabliſhed. © 

Come, Sir, what ſay you to all this? Whereis your Holloway, your Withers, 
and your Walcots? And where's Tom Fenner, with his Sorrow in one Hand and 
his Grief in the other, an ignorant Raſcal like the reſt of his Brethren ? Where 
is your Herbert, your Heath, and your Milton ? Some of them are gone to their 
Places, but they lived long enough to enſlave the People; and thoſe that yet live, 
awe a Debt for their Rogyueries, the Gallows groans for their perverting of Ju- 
ſice and Judgment. Where are your murdering Judges of the Weſt ? Some of 
them yet live : They might (without the Conſent of a pair of Speftacles) have 
ſeen, and might without. fear have told you, they could not chuſe but ſee what 
was contained in this Preamble now recited.

' under the Incroachments of the See of Rame ? Why truly in diſpoſing of Beneft- 


ces. Ay, it is a good Obſervation, for the Pope would preſent none but ſach as 
ſhould advance his uſurped Power and Intereſt ; and if the People were ſo bold 
as to complain of theſe things, were they not a parcel of Rebels and Traitors 
for their pains? No, they complain'd without being. called or treated as ſuch. 
What Remedy had they ? A Parliament. Now, Sir, had not we as much need 
of an At of Proviſors againſt you ? for in your Brother*s Time, how many of 
your Rogues were preſented to the beſt Livings in the Realm at your Procure- 
ment ; and how many Villains were made Biſhops by the Whores Cleveland and 
Portſmouth, and the Pimps and Bawds at Court ? Did not we ſtand in need of 
Statutes of Proviſors? Name me one Man of theſe that were not to advance the 
Power and Intereſt of France, and to wink at the Progreſs and Growth of Po- 
pery. Had we-not reaſon to complain ? Yes: To whom ? to the King ? No, 
he was engaged for Popery and the French Intereſt, -and Arbitrary Power, as 
well as your ſelf: His Metropolitan Whores were Papilts to pleaſe him, or he 
one to pleaſe them : Therefore to what purpoſe was it ? We had none to com= 
plain to but a Parliament 3 and how you uſed them, we have not forgot ; and 
how our Application to them was not only uſeleſs, but dangerous, is not un- 
known.

ſented in Parliament by divers of the Commons, could not heretofore bave their reſpettive 

Anſwers ;, that therefore both their Petitions and Bills in this preſent Parliament, as 

| alſo all others which ſhall preſented in any future Parliament, muy have a Good and 

:Graciows Anſwer, and Remedy ordained thereupon, before the departing of every Þ ar- 
liament ;,- and to. this purpoſe. a due Statute be enſealed (or enatFtd) at this preſent 
Parliament, to be and remain in Force for all Times to come. To which the King 
replied thus, The King is pleaſed that all ſuch Petitions delivered in Parliament of 
Things or Matters which cannot otherwiſe be determined, a good and reaſonable Anſwer 

ſhall. be made and given before the departure of the Parliawent. This King, you 
know, left not a very good Name behind, being drawn away from loving his 

People, juſt as you and your Brother were by a ſet of wicked Rogues; yet be- 
fore they had raviſhed this Prince, and: weaned him from his Peoples Love, he 
made this excellent Law : in which, S:r, you may obſerve, 1. A Complaint of for- 
mer Remiſneſs their Bills afore-time have not been paſſed, and their Grievances 
unredreſſed, by unſeafonably diſſolving of Parliaments before their Laws could 
paſs.

That Prerogative is beſt ſhewed and exerciſed in remitting, rather than exatting the 
Rigour of the Laws, there being nothing wor ſe than Legal Tyranny; nor would he have 
him entertain any Averſion or Diſlikg of. Parliaments, which in their Right Conſtitution” 
with Freedom and Honour, will never injure or diminiſh bis Greatneſs, but will- rather © 
be 4s interchangings of Lovt, Loyalty, and Confidence between a Prince and bis People... 

Surely, Sir, .if the Reports and Opinions of the beſt Lawyers could not, .yet* 
the Counſel of his Father the King, or his Father in God, might have wronghe 
upon him and you : But the Truth is, inthe Time of Richard 11, therewere ſome 
Flaterers and Traitcors that preſumed, in defiance of their Countries Rights, to 
aſſert ſuch a boundleſs Prerogative in the Kings of England, as Chief Juſtice 

"Treſilian, and others, adviſing him that hamight diſſolve Parliaments art Plea-- 
ſure, and that no Member ſhould be called to Parliament, nor any Ac paſt in 
either Houſe without his Approbation in the firſt place 3- and that whoever did” 
2dviſe otherwiſe were Traitors : But this Advice was no leſs fatal-to himſelf, - 
than pernicious to his Prince. To which let me add a Saying of your Grandfa- 
ther in'his Speech to his Parliament in 1609, in which he gives them Aſſurance, , 
That he never meant to govern by any other Law than the: Law: of the Land: And tho - 
it be diſputed among them as if he intended to alter the Law, and govern by the 
abſolute Power of 7 King, yet:to put thenr out of doubt, he tells thera that. all :

But 7 
leſt Paſſion, Miſtakes, Flatterics, or the il} Deſigns of ſome about him, ſhould - 
make him forſake his Zeal, and follow a deſtructive imaginary Intereſt, there is- 2 
an Eſtate of Hereditary Nobility, who are by. Birthright the — .

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ſ:Yors, whoſe main Intereſt and Concern it. is to keep' the Ballance of the Go: 
vernmentſteady, :that the Favourites and great Officers exceed not their Bounds, 
and oppreſs the People, that Juſtice be duly adminiſtred, and that all Parts of 
the Government be preſerved-intire : yet even theſe may grow inſolent ;, a Dif- 
eaſe to which great Men are liable, or may by Offices, Hopes of Preferment, or 
other Accidents, become (as to the Majority of them) rather the obſequious 
Flafterers-of the Court, than true Supporters of the Publick and Engliſh Inte. 
reſt. Therefore the Excellency of our Goyernment affords us another Eſtate of 
 Menz- which are the Repreſentatives of the Freeholders, Cities, Boroughs and 
Corporations of England, who by the old Law were to be choſen yearly, if not 
oftner, whereby they perfettly gave the Senſe of thoſe that choſe them, and did 
the ſame as if rhe Electors were preſent, coming ſo newly from them, and ſo 
quickly returning to give account of their Fidelity, under the Penalty of Shame 
and no further Truſt.

1. If the Conſtitution of the Houſe of Commons had been deftroyed, *twould 
have been impoſlible the Senſe of the Nation, and their Complaints, and the 
Grievances of the People ſhould have beer repreſcnted. To what Elitate of 
Men muſt we have bad Recourſe ? Mult it have been to the Nobilicy ? It may be 
they might not have underſtood our Grievances, being in a Sphere above the 
Rank of Common People.

2. Thoſe thar would overthrow the Conſtitution of the Houſe of Commong, 
will not ſtick to ſubvert that of the Houſe of Lords, who are ſo eſſential a Part 
of the Government, that to part with them, was to part with the ſecond State, 
which is the Wiſdom and Counſel of the Nation, to. Which their Birth, Education, 
and conſtant Imployment in every Parliament being the ſame, fits and prepares 
them. TI have read of a Houſe of Commons in the 2d Parliament of Aary I, 
that was brib'd to conſent to the receiving and owning of the Pope's Power 3 but 
I never yet heard of a Houſe of Lords that were: ſo bribed : and the Houle of 
Lords in 1649 being voted. uſeleſs, the Commons run into. ſo many Factions 
that put General Crozwel to the Neceſlity of taking upon him. the Governme 
of the Nation by a ſingle Perſon, by the Name and Title of- Lord Protettor 
Thoſe who would deſtroy the Conſtitution of the Houſe of Lords, do endeayou 
the Deſtruttion of the Ballance of the Engliſh Government. 

3. Conſider, the King gives Life and Vigour to all the Proceedings in Parli 
ment ; the Wills and Deſires of the People, tho approved by.the Lords and 
Commons in Parliament, without the King ſignify nothing 3 unleſs he bids then 
be an AQ, they are abortive. Therefore he that ſhall attempt the Subverſion of 
any of the other two Eſtates, is no morea King but a Tyrant, and uſeleſs to God 
and Man. You ſce that your Father undid himſelf to: all Intents and Purpoſe 
by following ſuch Meaſures as ſubverted his own Governmenc 3 and ſo have you 
and if you will nat believe it, you may ask the French King, and hz will ſoon ſa 
tisfy you of the Matter. But from hence, Sir, you may ſee that you mo de

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ftroy any one Eſtate in this Government, but the whole is ſubverted ; and there” 
fore I may lay down this Propoſition, that Parliaments are the Effential Part of 
the Government.

What can the Raſcal plead in behalf 
of himſelfand a raſcally Crew that joined with him in ſigning an Addreſs of Ab- 
horrence ; and that Vilain Jefferies, who did that in Zondon which Wythens had 
done in Weſtminſter * Which brings me to a ſecond Queſtion. |

| Judges to ferbear the Execution of them, who were bound to ſee-them peg= 
formed; but they only delivered their Opinion as a Matter of great Concern 
in that Junure : and notwithſtanding. the Noiſe your Cattel made, it was 


 wiſeand pious Counſel 3 and tho it could neither command nor ſecure the Judges 


or Juſtices from doing their Duties, if required, yet we might have juſtly ex-

Fathers ; the Power of that Houſe concerning taking Men-into Cuſtody had not 
then, nor to'this Day has-received an exa& Adjuſtment, and therefore wants
